* —ç D. C, March 14.—At last. 
and very reluctantly, th Democrats in the 
House of Representatives have placed them- 
selves on record for or the measure 
designed to suppress @Plygamy in Utah. 
For a dozen years the in Con- 
gress have succeeded in evading oreluding a 
direct vote upon such a proposition. Com- 
mitted to or against it in one house, they 
have managed to postpote it in the other, 
and in the meantime their friends, the Mor- 
mons, have gone on, 1. — stronger and 
stronger. In the filib which began 
yesterday and continued until the afternoon 
today there was, however, a semblanee of 
reason on the part of thé Democrats. They 
pretended that their simply was to 
get an opportunity to offer amendments and 
to debate the provisions at the bill. So far

THE BOOT IS ON THE OTHER FOOT NOW. 
The proposition made by Mr. Haskell, to al- 
low an hour for debate and amendments 
under the five-minute rule, and an hour 
afterwards for general debate, should have 
been made at the beginning. When made, it 
was heartily assented te by everybody. The 
result showed that the bill was too strong to 
fear amendment. As soon as the opportuni- 
ty was afforded it was clear that the Demo- 
cratic anxiety to amend debate was born 
simply of anxiety to po ne the hour when 
they should be compelled to record them- 
selves on the main question. The amend- 
ments offered, except those offered by Mills, 
of Texas, were unimportant if not frivolous. 
Mr. Mills boldly offered to emasculate the 
whole bill by striking out the eighth and 
ninth sections, in which all its strength lies. 

MILLS MADE A SPREAD-EAGLE SPEECH 
in support of his proposition, dealing liberal- 
ly in statements about religious liberty, 
freedom of conscience, right of self-govern- 
ment, ete. House, of Tennessee, and some 
other ardent friends of the Mormons were 
extremely anxious that the vote on striking 
out these sections should be taken by yeas 
and nays, a proposition to which the Repub- 
licans willingly assented. Section 8 is the 
one which provides that no polygamist shall 
be entitled to vote or hold any oftice of profit 
or trust in a Territory of the United States. 
The vote to strike out was yeas 89—all 
Democrats except Jones of Texas—and nays 
139—all Republicans except twelve—Beltz- 
hower, Berry, Cassidy, Colerick, Me- 
Lane, Morse, Mosgrove, Phelps, Speer, 
Townshend, Democrats, and Paul and Ful- 
kerson, Readjusters. In other words, more 
than seven times as many Democrats voted 
to strike out the ninth section as voted to 
retain it. Before the vote was taken on 


| striking out the ninth section there was 


A RUNNING DEBATE 
of an hour for and against the whole bill. 
Buckner, of Missouri, was the first man to 
strike the keynote of Democratic opposition 
by lugging in the contested-election case of 
Cannon against Campbell. He said that one 
of the designs of the friends of the bill was 
to enable them to justify themselves for the 
“crime” of keeping Cannon out of a seat 
to which he had been lawfully elected, and 
he denounced the infamous power conferred 
by the bill on the Election Commissioners 
provided for in the ninth section. 

A FUNNY SCENE ENSUED 
when Springer gained the floor, and, after say- 
ing that portions of the bill he considered ut- 
terly unnecessary, he declared that he would 
vote for it. He had obtained the floor through 
the courtesy of Converse, who was lead- 
ing the opposition to the bill, and Gen. Single- 
ton, of Quincy, at once called the Springfieid 
statesman to order. He said he had no right 
to say that he would votefor the bill when he 
was on the floor to oppose it, and he demand- 
ed that Springer should oppose the measure 
or stop speaking. Kenna, of West Virginia, 
Herbert, Tucker, and others declared that 
they were opposed to polygamy, but were 
also opposed to the bill, which they regarded 
in some of its features as unconstitutional 
and revolutionary. In fact, they appeared to 
be in favor of anti-polygamy legislation, but 
solidly opposed to its 1 The op-

stead of law in Utah, and legislated ou? ot 
office all Sheriffs, Constables, Magistrates,” 
ete. In concluding his remarks 
CONVERSE DENOUNCED THE MEASURE 
as one which would result in filling Utah 
with “carpet-baggers.”” | Shallenbarger 
Williams, of Wisconsin, and others spoke in 
favor of the bill. Burrows, of Michigan, said 
that, while he would vote for it, he believed 
that its effect would be to disappoint its 
friends. He did not think it radical enough. 
He was in favor of the substitution of a com- 
mission for the present Legislative Assem- 
bly of Utah. Haskell closed the debate in a 
vigorous three-minute speech, and the vote 
was taken on striking out the ninth section. 
By this time the Democrats had become 
Somewhat alarmed at the stand which 
‘they have taken as a party, and 
only forty-five of them could be 
rallied in support of the proposition, while 
fifty-four Democrats voted against it, to- 
gether with ali the Republicans and all the 
Greenbackers except Jones, of Texas. On 
striking out the eighth section, Morrison and 
Springer voted in the affirmative. On the 
motion to strike out the ninth sectiop both 
woted in the negative, as did every other 
Illinois Democrat.

doubt whatever that this bill will receive the 
President’s approval.

THE PARLIAMENTARY FICTION OF A MON- 
DAY SESSION ON TUESDAY.

WasnineTon, D. C., March 14.—The House 
met in continuance of Monday’s session. 
The Speaker announced as unfinished

Mr. Haskell said it was understood that 
the opponents of the bill—those who desired 
no legislation at all—were desirous of tack- 
ing on some slight amendments, merely for 
the purpose of hanging up the bill between 
the two Houses. ‘Ihe emissaries of the Mor- 
mon Church were here to defeat the bill. 

Mr. Cassidy said there were a number of 
members on the Democratic side who would 
vote for the bill without amendment. 

Mr. Haskell inquired how many Democrats 
would do so. 

Cassidy replied that there was at least one 


who would. 
MR. BLACKBURN 


said that many members wanted an oppor- 
tunity to amend the bill before it was voted 
upon, 

Mr. Haskell contended that if the majority 
of the House desired to amend the Dill it 
could vote down the previous question. 

Mr. Blackburn—You won’t get the previ- 
ous question under the gag law. 

For several moments there was great con- 
fusion in the chamber, the voices of those 
members who were endeavoring to arrive 
at some satisfactory arrangement being 
drowned by the sharp rapping of the Speak- 
er's gavel, and loud cries forthe regular 
order.“ 

AT LAST MR. BURROWS 
managed to make himself heard. He thought 
the proposition coming from gentlemen on 
the other side was perfectly fair. He remem- 
bered the previous Congress in which the 
Democrats were in the majority, when day 
after day the Republican minority had 
fought for the simple right of voting upon 
amendments. He believed they were right 
then; he believed the gentlemen who were 
insisting on the same privilege were right 
now. [Applause on the Democratic side.] 
He (Burrows) was in favor of the bill just 
as it was. Though it might not be perfect, 
he would vote against every amendment; 
but the majority had no right to say the 
minority should not offer amendments. 

After some further noisy discussion, Mr. 
Haskell offered the following, and it was 
agreed to by unanimous consent: Ordered, 
that the present legislative day continue 
until the pending bill is disposed of; that the 
bill be open to amendment and debate un- 
der the five-minute rule for one hour; that 
at the end of that hour the previous question 
shall be considered as ordered on the bill and 
the amendments then pending; that one hour 
pe allowed after the previous question is or- 
dered, which shall be equally divided be- 
tween the friends and opponents of the bill. 
at the end of which hour the question shall 
be taken on the pending amendments and 
passage of the bill.” 

THE FIRST AMENDMENT 
offered was by Mr. Regan, of Texas, to 
amend the section providing that no polyg- 
amist as bigamist shall vote at any election 
in Utah Territory, by the insertion of the 
words, “Any person duly convicted of 
being a polygamist,” etc. Rejected. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, moved to strike out 
Secs. 8 and 9, which prohibit any polygamist 
or bigamist from voting at elections and pro- 
vide for the appointment of Territorial elec- 
tion officers by the President. 

Mr. Cassidy, of Nevada, held that if these 


two sections were stricken out the bill would 


be worthless. The youth of the Territory 
must be taught to obey the law of the land 
as well as other people. Polygamy must be 
made disreputable among the people of 
Utah, and this could not be done so long as 
the polygamists oceupied all the elective 
offices in the Territory. He denounced 

Mormon religion as promulgated by 


The vote by which the House refused to 
strike out See, 8 was reconsidered. The roll- 
call consumed the remainder of the hour, 
and when Mr. Hammond of Georgia desired 
to offer an amendment the Speaker ruled 
that it was not in order. 

Mr. Singleton of Illinois thereupon sug- 
gested that Mr. Haskell had been very suc- 
cessful (probably on account of his experi- 
ence in trapping wild animals) in trapping 
the Democracy. 


Mr. Buckner of Missouri said that great as 


the wrong of polygamy was, this bili wasa 
| greater wrong on the Constitution and rights 
K the people. He believed, and he was sor- 
ry to believe it, that this measure was pushed’ 
through for the purpose of affecting the con- 
tested election case of Campbell vs. Cannon. 

Springer of lilinois, Kenna of West Vir- 
ginia, and Herbert of Alabama, while stat- 
ing that they were in favor of the passage of 
the bill, declared their belief that as it stood 
it was unconstitutional, and they would 
therefore vote against it. 

Mr. Townshend, of Illinois, argued that 
the bill was constitutionnal, ana was no in- 
fringemept on the religious liberty of any 
people. 

Mr. McCoid, of Iowa, justified the course 
of the Republicans in asking the passage of 
the bill as soon as it was reached upon the 
Speaker’s table and predicted that the gen- 
tlemen on the other side who had filibustered 
against the measure to suppress polygamy 

WOULD LEARN TO REGRET IT 
as well as the fact they had voted almost 
solidly against the eighth and nineth sections, 
which contained the very strength of the 
measure. 

Mr. Singleton, of Illinois, said that, being 
denied the opportpnity¥ot offering amend- 
ment to perfect the bill, he would be com- 
pelled to vate against it. In the first place 
the bill did not go far enough in the direction 
of suppressing polygamy and its kindred 
crimes against society and good merals. Here 
was the District of Columbia, exclusively 
within the control of Congress, with no law 
providing for the punishment of adultery, 
and yet the House was unwilling to 
listen to a proposition which would cure 
this crying evil against society, religion, and 
good morals. He was opposed to the bill, 
because it authorized the President to dicker 
with the Mormons and grant them ammesty 
under certain conditions. The President 
might want to contract for half a dozen 
wives himself. Was it not indelicate to con- 
fer such a power on the President as that he 
should impose conditions on those to whom 
he extended amnesty ? ’ 

Mr. Converse, of Ohio, opposed the bill, 
which, he asserted, would legislate out of 
office all the minor officers of the Territory 
and organize anarchy instead of law. 

Mr. Carlisle inquired whether, when the 
offices were vacant, there was any means 
provided for filling the vacancies. The Leg- 
islature could not assemble for two years, 
and, durimg all that time, the offices would be 
vacant. 

Mr. Haskell—The Governor can fill the 
offices. 

MR. CARLISLE 

contended that the Governor could not, and 
quoted from the statutes of Utah to show 
that the power rested with the Legislature 
and the County Courts. Was there any law 
of Congress, he inquired, repealing that stat- 
ute? By this bill the County Judges, by 
whom the vacancies are to be filled, were 
themselves legislated out of office, and there 
would be not a man left to probate wills, set- 
tle estates, keep records, or execute proc- 
esses. Does the gentleman (Haskell) say 
this bill is prespective merely in its opera- 
tion ? 

Mr. Haskell—There is power in the Gov- 
ernor, under the organic act, that cannot be 
repealed by legislative enactment, to appoint 
every one of them. More, I say it is the in- 
tention of this bill and the friends of this bill 
to legislate out of office every one of this in- 
famous Mormon priesthood, and give an op- 
portunity to putin honest men. |Applause.| 

Mr. Carlisle—That is what I understand, 
ana lam not objecting to the provision that 
legislates them out of office, but 1 am ob- 
jecting to the crude and imperfect section 
which legisiates them out of office and puts 
no one else in, and leaves the Territory ina 
state of the utmost confusion. 

Mr. Haskell—Do you hold that the Terri- 
torial Legislature can repeal an organic 
act?

THE. SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
GEN. STURGIS’ DAMAGING CHARGES AGAINST 
THE MANAGEMENT OF THE INSTITUTION. 
Bpeciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune 

Wasnuineton, D. C., March 14.—The fol- 
lowing is: the text of the concluding portion 
of the statement made by Gen. S. D. Sturgis, 
Commander of the Soldiers’ Home: 

To the Senate Committee now investigating the 
abuses of the Board of Management of the Home: 
The committee having requested me to inform 
of any irregularities or abuses which may have 
falieh under my observation in the internal 
management of the home, I am constrained to 
say frankly, though reluctantly, that some 
methods are pursued here whictf can hardly be 
kept out of the category of “abuses.” For ex- 
ample, the choicest products of tbe vegetable 
acd fruit gardens are regularly delivered three 
times a week to two members of the Board of 
Commissioners at their residences in the city. 
Considerable quantities of the products of the 
dairy are delivered daily to one member of the 
board at his residence in the city. To be sure, 
this officer has several cows of his own 
in the herd, but, as they are 
fed and cared for at the expense 
of the home, the effect is the same. Whilst 
these things may appear trivial and unimpor- 
tant to some, yet they derive a certain impor- 
tance from the fact that they furnish material 
for the scandalous attacks which are made from 
time to time against the home management. 
THE CONSERVATORY AND FLOWER GARDEN, 
which are maintained at an auuual cost of from 
$3,000 to $5,000, seem to be, sofaras my obser- 
vation and information go, maintained chiefly 
for the benefit and accommodation of two mem- 
bers of the Board of Commissioners, at whose 
residences in the city the choicest flowers are 
delivered at stated and reguiar times. On 
special occasions these regular supplies are 
increased. So far as I have been able to 
learn, no flowers are ever distributed to the 
inmates of the home or the hospital. The 
fiorist informs me that he sometimes allows offi- 
cers of the home, and inmates, too, it they ask 
for them, to have a few flowers when they can 
be spared” and by the expression when they 
can be spared.“ he means “when the Commis- 
sioners shall have been first served.“ Members 
of the family of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners do not hesitate to enter the pre- 
cincts of the home and order mechanics from 
their legitimate work to make alterations and 
repairs in public buildings, and make large pur- 
chases (amounting to hundreds of doliars) of 
material not at all necessary to the home, and 
all this without the immediate sanction or even 
the knowledge of the Governor, these purchases 
subsequently receiving the approval of the 
Board of Commissioners. On entering upon the 
duties of Governor I found that 

IN VARIOUS BANKS 
throughout the country certain moneys were 
lying Which had been deposited by soldiers, 
afterwards deceased, and which therefore legal - 
ly accrued to the home fund. For the collec- 
tion of these moneys a contract or agreement 
bas been entered into with the sanction of the 
Board of Commissioners between the retiring 
Treasurer, Maj. J. H. Whittelsey, and his son, 
Mr. C. A. Whittelsey, an attorney. By the terms 
of this agreement it will be perceived that Mr. 
C. A. Whittelsey was to receive 50 per centum 
of the net collections, or,as Mr. Whitteisey him- 
self expresses it in the accompanying paper, 
“all incidental expenses are to be first deducted 
from the gross amount of the recovery,” and 
the balance is to be halved between 
myself and the home.“ Believing that those 
moneys could be collected without the interposi- 
tion of a third party, and thus the whole amount 
saved to the home, I directed my Secretary, 
Capt. J. D. Stevenson, to communicate with the 
Board of Commissioners on the subject, and re- 
quest authority to withdraw these accounts 
which bad been handed over for collection on 
the day preceding the expiration of his term of 
service—viz.: on June 30, 1881. 
THIS AUTHORITY WAS GRANTED, 

and the accounts were accordingly withdrawn. 
The whole amount collected under the con- 
tractior rather agreement) was $15, of which 
the home fund received as its. share 
$7.45. At a subsequent meeting of the 
board the sum of $160 was awarded 
for his services.

SPECIAL MESSAGE. 

THE PRESIDENT SENDS TO CONGRESS A r- 
CIAL MESSAGE REGARDING LEGISLATION 
FOR THE PREVENTION OF LNFECTIOUS DIS- 
RASES. 

Wasnivxeton, D. C., March 14.—The Presi- 
dent in a special message to Congress today 
transmitted the co.nwunication from the Na- 
tional Board of Health in relation to legisia- 
tion for the prevention of the spread of in- 
festious diseases. The communication sets 
forth that the National Board of Health has 
advices showing the continued spread of 
small-pox, especially along the lines of the 
transportation of immigrants, and the board 
thinks that the spread will continue during 
the current year unless prevented. They 
recommend such amendments to the act of 
June, 1879, for the prevention of the intro- 
duction and the spread of contagious dis- 
eases, as will make the provisions of that 
act applicable to all vessels sailing from for- 
eign ports, without imposing upon the 
United States Government the obligation of 
proving that such port is infected; also a 
specific provision requiring the vaccination 
of all emigrants not previously vaccinated,

THE GOSSIPS LEAVE THE SUPREME BENCH 
AND ENTER THE CABINET AGAIN.

Wasnineton, D. C., March 14.—The va- 

cancies on the Supreme Bench having been 
fitied, additional Cabinet nominations are ex- 
pected by the politiciansina few days.

BAYLEY’S CENSUS BOOK. 
AN EXHAUSTIVE SHOWING OF THE NATION- 
AL DEBT. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune 

Wasninerton, D. C., March 14.—The cen- 
sus volume on public indebtedness by Kafael 
A. Bayley, of the Treasury Department, con- 
tains a compiete history of the National iu. 

*debtedness, from the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment to the close of the census year, June 
30. 1880. The work will be invaluable, and 
will be the standard authority upon that 
subject. The book gives a final and com- 
plete history of the thirty-four different 
loans negotiated by the General Government 
duriug the period between July 4, 1776, and 
June 30, 1880. Capt. Bayley has been en- 
gaged eight years upon this work, and nas 
collected a vast mass of valuable material, 
the exactness of which has never 
before been known.’ The whole 
amount borrowea by the Government was 
$10,690,055,968, of which there have been re- 
deemed $5,569,664,231, leaving a balance, as 
shown by the public-debt statement issued 
July 1, 1880, of $2,120,414. 371. This includes 
the comparatively small amount of 

$23,663 UNADJUSTED, 

and apparently overpaid, which awaits a 
final settlement in the different accounts.

PORTER’S CENSUS BOOK. 
NATIONAL DEBTS OF THE WORLD. 

WASMMxNGTON. D. C., Mareh 12.—The census 
report on public indebtedness, prepared un- 
der the direction of Robert P. Porter, will 
make a quarto volume of 607 pages. It 
forms a history of the National loans and of 
the debts of the several States. The report 
contains detailed statistics of the funded and 
unfunded indebtedness of the United States, 
of each State, counties, cities, towns, town- 
ships, and school districts. In the introduc- 
tion Mr. Porter gives an interesting account 
of the national debts of the world. Accord- 
ing to the best authorities the national debts 
of the principal countries of the world have 
increased since 1848 as fullows:

Mr. Porter of course does not claim 
tor this statement absolute accuracy, but it 
is the best that can be compiled from the 
data extant.

TOBACCO MEN. 
A CONVENTION OF MANUFACTURERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WasuinotTon, D. C., March 14.—A conven- 
tion of manufacturers of tobacco and cigars 
is to be held here, beginning tomorrow, at 
which representatives of all the principal 
firms in the countgy will be present. The 
object of the convention is to secure con- 
certed action in urging upon the Ways and 
Means Committee and Congress the neces- 
sity of immediate action for a speedy settie- 
ment of the tax agitation. The tobacco men 
say that they wish protection from the pres- 
ent agitation, which is seriously disturbing 
their business. They claim that, in view of 
the pendency of the propositions to reduce 
or abolish the tax, the dealers withhold their 
orders so as to keep down their stocks, and 
that this unsettled state of affairs is of great 
detriment to their business. There is 

MUCH DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 
between those who are here as to what 
should be recommended in reference to a re- 
duction of the tax on cigars and manu fact- 
ured tabacco, but on one pointall are united 
—that Congress should settie the matter one 
way or the other at once. The general senti- 
ment is in favor of having the taxes abolished 
or reduced, and to have one or the other 
done immediately. The convention will 
probably decide to ask Congress, in the event 
of abolition or reduction of the tax, to pro- 
vide for a rebate to the holders of the taxed 
goods. The Western cigar manufacturers 
are soliciting a reduction of the tax on cigars 
to $5 per 1,000.

Frangois Xavier Martin records an extraordi- 
nary rise in 1718. 

Gagarré states that in 1735 the waters were so 
high that many levves were broken and New Or- 
leans was inundated. 

A great flood is recorded by Gov. Sargent as 
occurring in 1770, of which few particulars are 
given. 

In 178 the whole districts of Attakapas and 
Opelousas were inundated. 

Another overflow occurred in 1785, another in 
1791, others in 1796 and 1799, and in 1809, accord- 
ing to Gov. Sargent, the resulting devastation 
was 80 great the people imagined the Northern 
lakes had broken through a channel to the 
river. 

In 1811 and in 1813 the river again broke 
through the levees, inundating the entire Teche 
country, and in 1815 “a very great flood oc- 
curred, in which the Ohio River reached at its 
mouth the highest point ever recorded.

All these were marked with 
great destruction of property, but that of 1880 
was by far the worst, the damage ovcasioned 
being immense, the St. Francis, Tessas, and 
Yazoo bottoms being entirely submerged. The

Mr. Jay Gould has never been 
considered thin-skinned; his reputation was 
not won through sensitiveness to criticism, or 
an attempt to so deport himself so bonest men 
would deluge him with applause. Fully a half 
of Mr. Gould’s mail, according to a good author- 
ity, has been composed recently of 
INQUIRIES FROM ANXIOUS CORRESPONDENTS 
as to his Onancial condition. Men in Chicago,

AUGUSBTUS D. LEIGHTON. 
HE MUST SWING.

New York, March M.—Another murderer's 
doom was sealed bere today. The list is receiv- 
ing additions almost weekly. The victim today 
is Augustus D. Leighton, the mulatto who mur- 
dered his mistress, Mary L. Dean, 
also a mulatto, on the 13th of 
June, 1880, in West Twenty-sixtb street, 
by severing her head almost from her body with 
a razor. He was sentenced by Chief-Justice 
Davis to be hanged on Friday, the 2ist of April. 
This is also the day fixed for the execution of 
Sindram. Leighton was sentenced to be hanged 
on the 2th of January, 1881. His 
case was taken upto this court, and thence to 
the Court of Appeals, and in both instances the 
conviction was affirmed. Before Judge Davis 
announced the day of execution Leighton was 
asked if he had anything to say, in response to 
which he read 

A LENGTHY SPEECH, 
occupying over an hour in delivery, in which be 
made a strong plea for life, inveighed bitterly 
against the witnesses, criticised freely the 
Judge's charge, and in a skiliful and dextrous 
mauner analyzed the testimony. He read 
copious extracts from the printed record of 
the trial, and submitted that the crime 
was perpetrated under circumstances of great 
provocation. He asked for no sympathy. He 
was overwhelmed with regret and remorse for 
his crime, and had suffered a fate already worse 
than death, for death would have been 
a relief many a time during his long 
incarceration. His crime he considered no 
more than manslaughter in the third degree. 
He closed with 
AN ELOQUENT PERORATION, 

in which the following passage occurred: 1 
cen meet death calmiy and resolutely, but will 
not be resigned to it. Education has done too 
much for me, Nature too little. Then followed 
a dramatic scene. Raising his right hand, he cried 
out: “I swear dy this blood-stained hand 1 
pever intended to murder Mary Dean. Your 
Honors, I have done.” Judge Davis, in passing 
sentence, took occasion to warn the colored 
people of the city to be impressed with the fate 
of the condemned man, and abstaiu from carry- 
ing their favorit weapon—the razor.

SHE SHOT HER HUSBAND THROUGH “ CARE-

THE MISSION TO CHINA. 
JOHN RUSSELL YOUNG’S APPOINTMENT—A 
SCRAP OF HISTORY. 

Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 

New York, March 13.—The appointment of 
John ‘Russell Young as Minister to China 
gives interest to some facts connected with 
President Garfield's. decision to appoint him 
and his subsequent hesitation. Soon after 
the campaign of 1880, Gen. Garfield wrote a 
letter to Gen. Grant thanking him for the serv- 
ices he had rendered, and saying the success 
was largely due to nis influence. He then said 
he would be glad to have him suggest a man for 
one of the foreign missions. Gen. Grant an- 
swercd the letter and said he did not desire the 
privilere of’ filling a foreign mission. Gen. Gar- 
fie'd in another letter urged bim to accept. 

Finally Gen. Grant called upon 

JOHN RUSSELL YOUNG, 
showed hiia the correspondence, and advised 
him to accept the mission to China or 
Japan. Mr. Young objected on the ground 
that he was comfortably fixed at home, 
had no family, and he had no desire for 
life abroad. Gen. Grant urged that he had 
been with him in that country; that as American 
Minister he could be of great service in promot- 
ing our commercialinterests. Finally Mr. Young 
agreed to go, and Gen. Grant wrote Gen. Gar- 
feild, naming dim for the mission to Cuiaa or 
Japan. To this Gen. Gartield respouded, saying 
he wight consider that fixed. 

Gen. Grant, upon leaving for Mexico, told Mr. 
Young that be and Mrs. Grant would provably 
make a visit to that country the following sum- 
mer, and separated trom him believing that 
Young would soon and certainly be appoiated.

FINAL PASSAGE OF THE ANTI-POLYGAMY 


The Democratsin the Lower House of Con- 
gress were in an indefensible position yester- 
day, and they knew it. The only ground on 
whieh they could place their opposition to 
the Anti-Polygamy bill was their reserved 
right to offer amendments and debate them ; 
but the amendments which they brought for- 
ward when they had the chance showed that 
their real object was to nullify the bill. One 
of the Texas members tried to qualify the 
eighth section by requiring the conviction of 
polygamists according to law as a condi- 
tion precedent to their. being deprived 
of the right to vote and excluded from office. 
Another Texas member proposed to strike 
out the eighth and ninth sections, which are 
the very essence of the bill and establish the 
election laws and machinery which are to 
make the other provisions effectual. The 
offering of these amendments and the large 
vote cast for one of them demonstrated what 
had been charged by the Republicans the 
day before—that the object of the Democrats 
was to destroy the bill. When it is remem- 
bered that the Poland bill, the Frelinghuysen 
bill, and the Logan bill all perished in 
Conference Committee after they had passed 
one House and been amended in another, the 
obstinate attempt of the Democrats to put 
an amendment on this Edmunds Dill lays 
them justly open to the accusation of intend- 
ing to compass its defeat. 

The Democrats are disposed to claim that 
they carried their point by filibustering, and 
obtained in this way the opportunity to offer 
amendments and debate the bill as a whole, 
which they desired. But the concession of- 
fered to them was avery smalione. It was 
intended only to let them down easily, and 
give them a convenient avenue of escape if 
they chose to take it. They were offered but 
one hour for amendments, half of which 
was to be consumed by them end half by the 
Republicans, and, in point of fact, more than 
half the whole time was occupied by a roll- 
call on one of the amendments. Then there 
was another hour for general debate, half 
going to each side. They would have been 
entitled to this last hour under the rule after 
the previous question had been ordered. 
So the. only effect of their filibuster- 
ing was to give them a roll-call 
on a proposition to strike out the ninth 
section and another roli-call on a propo- 
sition: to strike out the eighth section. 
They were perfectly well aware that dwy 
were fighting a losing battle; that they had 
blundered into an ambush, and that the 
sooner they got out of it the fewer dead they 
would leave on the field. So they jumped 
with alacrity at the chance for retreat which 
was offered them, and were so anxious to 
emerge from the legislative nine-hole in 
which they had put themselv@ that they 
unanimously agreed to consider the previous 
question ordered without a vote at the ex- 
piration of two hours. If this was nota 
complete surrender it was something like 
one. 

When the voting began tbe weakness of 
the Democratic position was still moreappar- 
ent. Reagan's amendment, to require a 
judicial conviction of every polygamist 
whom it was sought to deprive of the suf- 
frage or exclude from office was rejected 
without a yea-and-nay vote. Mills’ amend- 
ment, striking out Sec. 9 of the bill, which 
creates the Election Board, was defeated by 
yeas, 89; nays, 139. ‘len Democrats, five 
Greenbackers, and two Readjusters voted 
with 122 Republicans against the amendment. 
But the Republicans were in a clear majority 
of the whole vote, and not one Republican 
voted in favor of the amendments or against 
the bill. On Mills’ second amendment, to 
strike out Sec. 8, which excludes big- 
amists, polygamists, and persons cohabiting 
with more than one woman from the suf- 
frage and the right to hold office, the yeas 
were 45 and the nays 193. By the time this 
vote was taken the Democrats were disor- 
ganized and on the run. All the Democratic 
members from Lllinois, Indiana, and Wis- 
consin voted against the amendment, and 
three of the five Ohio members joined them. 
Sparks, of Illinois, dodged; Bragg, of Wis- 
consin, was absent from the city; Converse 
and Atherton, of Ohio, steadily voted against 
the bill. These were the only Democratic 
members from the Northwest who had the 
courage of their convictions to the end. The 
bill passed finally without amendment by a 
vote of 199 yeas to 42 nays, every one of the 
negative votes, except that ot Jones, of 
Texas, a Democratic Greenbacker, being 
cast by a Democrat. The approval of the 
President is a matter of course, and the bill 
will be a law in a few days. 

The strategy of the Republicans through- 
out the contest was admirable. They had 
the Democrats where they could do nothing 
without supporting, or seeming to support, 
the institution of polygamy. Apart from the 
mere partisan advantage, moreover, there 
was the great and substantial benefit of pass- 
ing the bill without amendment, which was 
the point kept steadily in view from the be- 
ginning. This was accomplished by the per- 
fect discipline of the majority, not one mem- 
ber of which rebelled, and was very inuch 
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more radical reform in the closing hours of 
Congress.~ Whether the bill shall accom- 
plish all that is hoped for it or not, it has the 
great recommendation of being opposed by 
the Mormon hierarchy and their Democratic 
friends with every symptom of panic, A 
better testimonial to its efficacy could not be 


THE CHINESE BLL IN THE HOUSE. 

The Republican majority in the Lower 
House of Congress is at last showing its ca- 
pacity to rule. It has taken the initiative in 
a bold, positive manner. It does not shirk 
proper responsibility for its acts, and unless 
the leading members are wholly mistaken it 
will speedily adopt a program and execute it 
to the letter. The prompt vassage of the Ed- 
munds Polygamy bill, and the beginning 
made on the Chinese question yesterday, 
were the most encouraging signs of this 
session, not only for their intrinsic impor- 
tance, but because they indicated the dispo- 
sition of the majority to push the public 
business and challenge popular confidence 
and support by virtue of what it does, not, 
as the Democracy under Kandali did, on ac 
count of what it refrains from doing. 

The Chinese bill will be debated at length, 
and it will not de made a strict party meas- 
ure. A number of the Massachasetts mem- 
bers intend to antagonize it on sentimental 
grounds, They will advance the arguments 
concerning free institutions, the inheritance 
of liberty, and the equality of mankind, 
which were urged in the Senate when this 
bill was under discussion. Beneath their 
highflown rhetoric lies their belief in the 
rights of Massachusetts manufacturers to 
employ Chinese operatives. The experi- 
ment has been tried in the Bay State, and it 
has not been so fruitful of harmony or eco- 
nomie results that the members of Congress 
from that State should wish to see it re- 
newed. But theydo. Their obligations to 
the shoe manufacturers are greater than 
their concern for the mill-operatives of their 
districts. 

‘Lhe. merits of the Chinese question were 
admirably summed up in the Senate debate. 
It was shown, first, that the right of this 
Government to restrict, suspend, or prohibit 
Chinese immigration in the absence of a con- 
ventional agreement to the contrary is un- 
doubted: second, that the Angell treaty 
explicitly concedes the right of the United 
States to suspend immigration; third, that 
we are not proposing to deny to the Chinese 


as they do not desire to enjoy those benefits, 
but come to this country solely for merce- 
nary reasons, and return to China when they 
have made what money they want; fourth, 
that the effect of their coming is to demoral- 
ize and degrade American labor, to make 
honest toil in a measure disreputable, and to 
create a ruinous competition which no white 
workman can endure. These points were so 
clearly made in the Senate that it is not 
probable they will be Cuntroverted or in- 
sisted on in the House. The debate in that 
body is more likely to be confined to the 
amendments adopted in the Senate and not 
debated there, which now form the sixteenth 
and seventeenth sections of the bill. They 


are as follows: ' 

Suc. 16. That hereafter no State court or court 
of the United States shali admit the Chinese to 
citizenship; and all laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 17. That the words Chinese laborers, 
wherever used in this ect, shall be construed to 
mean both skilled and unskilled laborers, and 
Chinese employed fin mining. 

It will be objected to the sixteenth section 
that it is not germane to the bill. The im- 
migration of the Chinese is one thing; the 
naturalization of Chinamen already in this 
country is quite a different thing. This is 
perfectly true. It is, however, the fact that 
the courts outside of Massachusetts have re- 
fused to naturalize Chinamen. Such a de- 
cision was lately made in New York. The 
law provides for the naturalization of white 
and black persons, but not for the natural- 
ization of the yellow races. This amend- 
ment, therefore, merely formulates the de- 
cisipns of the United States courts in Call- 
fornia and New York, and prescribes a uni- 
form rule of practice. It is a rider in one 
sense, but it is not objectionable as à rider 
to an appropriation bill would be. it un- 
poses no obligation on anybody to vote for 
the bill, nor on the President to sign it un- 
less he sees fit. 

The seventeenth section is even more bit- 
terly opposed, but it is strictly germane, and 
is capable ofa complete defense. The dif- 
ference between skilled and unskilled labor 
is not so greatin China as in the United 
States. Inacertain sense the Chinese are 
skilled laborers. They have wonderful deft- 
ness and skill in handicrafts, and can adapt 
themselves readily to any kind of employ- 
ment. It would often be impossible to de- 
cide whethera cargo of Chinamen was com- 
posed of skilled or unskilled laborers, and if 
there were an exception favoring the former 
the law would be constantly evaded. More- 
over, the competition of skilled labor- 
ers witlr our own workmen of the same 
class is keener and more objectionable than 
the competition of the common Chinese with 
day laborers. The higher the order of work 
which the Chinese are capable of doing, the 
greater will be the dissatisfaction created by 
their coming to this country. They come on 
the same degrading terms as the unskilled 
laborers. They make contracts; they live in a 
penurious and squalid way ; they bring neither 
wives nor children; they reject our civiliza- 
tion; and when their term of service has ex- 
pired they return to China precisely as the 
meanest coolies do. The bill would be no 
effectual settlement of the Chinese question 
if this provision should be stricken out. 


THE CONSPIRACY TO DEFAME GARFIELD. 
A few days ago the New York Evening 
Post printed the following significant para- 


graph: 

The articles and letters assailing tne character 
of the late President Garfield which during the 
last two or three weeks have been published by 
different newspapers have all the appearance 
of a concerted movement. Nobody will assert 
thai Gartield was a perfect man. He had his 
share of human weaknesses and faults. But 
many of the things that are now alleged against 
him would undoubtedly appear in a very 
different light were he alive to show the 
otber side of the story. For reasons of 
this kind it is considered a thing of 
very questionable propriety to attack a man's 
good vame after his death under any circum- 
stances. Nobody will doit unless de bas some 
purpose to serve. In this instance it is niti- 
cant that the papers which assail Gen. Gartieid’s 
memory are the same which ussalied him while 
he was alive. Their object evidently is, by cry- 
ing down his name and by representing bim as a 
wortbiess person, to rehabilitate and exalt those 
who were most conspicuous in their hostility to 
him before his assasination. We do not think 
this maneuvre will be successful. The Aqmeri- 
can peopie like fair piay, and they will in- 
sist upon it especially in a case like this. Some 
of the more adroit attacks betray an animus 
the eager hostility of which is at once recug- 
nized, and others, as for instance the letter in 
yesterday's Washington Port, quoted by one of 
our morning contemporaries, are so 22 in 

senti- 


language and so outrageously unjust 
ment as to disgust every decent maa. 

Recent events certainly give color to the 
theory that there is a preconcerted effort 
among the Conkling Modoc politicians, 
seli- called Stalwarts,” to blacken the mem- 
ory of the lamented Warfield in order to 
gratify motives of revenge and jealousy. 
The printipal agents to work out this con- 
spiracy are certain Washington newspapers, 
which, nearly always venal, are actually 
known to have been under the control of the 
star-route thieves. Their efforts to reflect 
upon the memory ot Garfield have not been 
discouraged but fostered and developed by 
the Modoc tribe of Conkling politicians, who 
were disappointed in their 
intrigues, There is reason to believe that 
Conkling himself has been consumed with | 
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Mr. Blaine's : 
Conkling’s resentment against the Presl- 
dent who was stricken down in fulfill- 
ment of the Modoc policy of “rule 
or ruin.” Rosecrans, actuated by the miser- 
able but venomous. hatred which grows out 
ot ingratitude or the consciousness of injur- 
ing another, has proved to be a ready tool in 
the hands of the gallant band who are defil- 
ing Garfield’s grave. His vanity had been 
wounded by the knowledge that Garfield, 
when his Chief of Staff, was the better Gen- 
eral and fogesaw the failure of the Rosecrans 
tactics. Rosecrans is one of the men who 
cannot forgive superiority. Whether the 
Chase letter was furnished him during the 
campaign by, Garſield's Modoc enemies, 
which would account for his outrageous at- 
tack upon his old friend and companion who 
was running for President, or wheth- 
er it has since been raked out from 
among Gov. Chase’s private papers and made 
public through Conkling’s understrappers, 
it is very certain that it was brought forward 
ata time and in a manner designed to con- 
vict Gen. Garfield of disloyalty to friendship 


‘and double-dealmg. It is put one of a num- 


ber of publications intended to abate the 
popular love and admiration for the martyred 
President. But it has proved to be a wretch- 
ed failure in the mission assigned to it. It 
has confirmed and enlarged the popular re- 
spect for Garfield’s judgment. It has led 
to the exposition of Rosecrans’ incapacity 
and may lead to evidences of his bad faith 
during the War of the Rebellion. It has 
brought so much contempt upon the whole 
class of Modoc politicians that some of the 
newspapers Which were at first disposed to 
give aid and comfort to the ghouls have de- 
serted them. The Modocs will be obliged to 
order another medal for themselves to cele- 
brate their achievements in defaming the 
dead, and find therein such consolation, as 
they can for the new public odium they have 
drawn down upon their heads. 


THE MISSISSIPPI OVERFLOW. 

The width of low land inundated by the 
present Mississippi flood along the river from 
the point where the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers unite to the delta below New Orleans 
varies from fifty to one hundred miles, aud 
sometimes more. This flood thus carries 
desolation over a large area of land which 
ordinarily is under cultivation and is occu- 
pied by a large population. The river at low 
water is a very different thing from the river 
at high water. Below Cairo the Mississippi 
receives the water from tributary streams, 
which in turn drain large areas. Some of 
these tributaries are of themselves large 
rivers, like the Arkansas, the White, the 
Yazoo, and the Ked Rivers. The Mississippi 
has also a vast number of tributary bayous, 
which in like manner drain low dis- 
tricts back from the main river. In or- 
dinary stages of water the surface 
of the stream is from twenty to 
thirty feet below the natural banks, 
and the cities are generally built at elevated 
points, where the bluffs present a natural 
protection against the frequently recurring 
overflows. In addition, private and public 
interests have provided a system of levees 
tor the protection of cities and towns and 
even plantations owned by {fndividuals. 
These levees consist of earthen structures 
rising from low-water mark to points deemed 
safe as against high-water floods. These 
levees are faced with eobblestene or other 
material to present a strong surface to meet 
the rushing waters. But all such structures 
failin time; they need constant watching 
and frequent repairs; and, despite the ut- 
most vigilance, so high does the water rise 
and so destructive is the force of the torrent, 
that these levees or embankments are in- 
variably broken through, and, once broken, 
are swept away by the resistless stream. 

The rise in the Upper Mississippi and Ohio 
Rivers is also attended by a rise in all the 
tributary streams belowCairo. The water is 
packed far up into all the tributary streams, 
until the country, as at present, in the rear 
of the biuffs and levees becomes covered by 
water. Thus the City of Memphis, though 
because of its elevation above the highest 
water in the river, is cut off from all railway 
communication because of the back-water 
overflow of the local streams in its rear, which 
has covered the land for — miles in- 
land. 

The Arkansas River Is a large stream, and 
because of the overflow of its banks is just 
now a duplicate on a smaller scale of the 
Mississippi River itself. The Mississippi 
River from Cairo to New Orleans with its 
bends is 1,000 miles long, and throughout its 
whole length is beyond its banks, and covers 
all the contiguous territory to an extent that, 
within the 300 miles that mark the distance 
from Memphis to Vicksburg, there are over 
40,000 square miles of country under water. 
Within this distance of less than one-third 
of the length of the river between Cairo and 
its mouth the area of overflowed land is 
greater than the whole area of the State of 
Lilinois. 

The flood of this year, disastrous and over- 
whelming as It is, is net so unusual that it 
might bé put down as an improbable event. 
Like overflows have taken place in the past, 
and will doubtless occur hereafter. ‘The peo- 
ple of that section have since the War been 
advocating a scheme to have the Mississippi 
River, by a system of levees, wailed in--that 
is, so inclosed by permanent and enduring 
embankments that for the 1,000 miles of its 
course below Cairo the floods at their high- 
est reach shall not get over the levees, but 
shail flow in au elevated trough directly to 
the sea. Experience and great cost have 
shown that it is beyond the capacity of 
human skill to place restraints upon the 
waters of that vast river in periods of high 
floods. The river itself is nothing but a tor- 
rent running through and over a bed of deep 
sand-mud—the deposits of hundreds of cent- 
uries. There is no substantial bottom. The 
channel of the river is likely to be changed by 
any rain storm; the channel of today is closed 
tomorrow, and through the mud-bank of to- 
day there will be a wide channel tomorrow. 
The sand levee which presents its bold front 
to the current this week will be attacked and 
demolished by water from behind next week. 
There is no permanent or durable bottom of 
strong, stiff clay upon which to erect walled 
banks capable of confining the Mississippi 
River when it becomes an overwhelming tor- 
rent. 

Even supposing a system of sand-mud em- 
bankments were practicable, it would be 
useless to levee that river alone. To be of 
any use all the streams and bayous which 
feed the Mississippi from Cairo to New Or- 
leans would also have to be leveed as far 
back from their mouths as will be required 
to prevent their overflowing upon the land. 
To do this would require a greater length of 
levee on these side streams than will be re- 
quired to levee the 2,000 miles of river-front 
on the Mississippi itself below Cairo. 

The remedy, so far as there is any remedy, 
for this great and frequent sacrifice of prop- 
erty, is to do what is possible to give greater 
and freer outlet to the waters of the river. 
Owing to the everchanging direction of the 
channel of the stream the bends of the river 
have become 80 humerous and so long that a 
distance of travel by boatis double that of 
an air-line drawn on the general route of the 
river. It would greatly expedite the out- 
flow of the river if these long loops and 
bends were overcome by cross-cuttings giv- 
ing a direct flow of the river, By thus short- 
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largely expedited. In fagt, the channel be- 
ing confined within narrower limits, the flow 


flood would/pass down more expeditiously. 
The opening of additional points of discharge, 
as at Bonnet Carré and Lake Borgne, would 
do much to promote this result. 

The reader will readily understand from 
the reports of this last overflow of the Mis- 
sissippi River and of all its tributaries how 
utterly hopeless and visionary must be any 
scheme of attempting to wall in that river 
by any system of sand banks. The point of 
danger ranges from twenty-five to sixty 
feet above the ordinary stage of water; and 
to wall in 6,000 to 7,000 miles of river front, 
including tributaries, and render such sand 
banks capable of resisting the pressure and 
rush of water in such a torrent as prevails 
this season would, even if such a thing were 
possible at all, take a half-century of years, 
and an amount of money double perhaps 
the cost of the late War. Before voting a 
hundred millions as even a beginning for 
such a work let there be something done to 
open short euts and outlets of the river so 
that when the risiag waters do make a rush 
they may find straight and unobstructed 
passage to the Sea, and not be so blocked up, 
swung around, and impeded on their way as 
to overflow the country fifty to 100 miles on 
each side of its channel. 

—_—_—_— 
DISINTEGRATING BOURBONISM. 

Bourbon disintegration continues in the 
South, and in one State after another the 
people are rising in revoit against the Bour- 
bon Democratic autocracy. Commencing in 
Virginia, it has spread into Texas, Kentucky, 
Georgia, Mississippi, and Tennessee with a 
determination and enthuslasm which will 
either compel the Bourbon Democracy to 
|} adopt more liberal platforms or turn these 
States over, for a time at least, to the Re- 
publican party. The Washington corre 
spondent of the New York Tribune farnishes 
that paper with a mass of interesting. infor- 
mation showing that the leaven is also work- 
ing in North Carolina, and much more rapid- 
ly and encouragingly for Republicanism, 
than in the other States named above, and he 
bases a prediction upon conversations with 
men from all parts of the South thatin the 
Presidential contest of 1884 at least four 
Southern States will be debatable ground, 
and in more than one of them the chances of 
success would seem to lie with the Repub 
lican party. 

In North Carolina there is already an In- 
dependent Democratic organization in every 
county which stands ready to codperate 
with the Republicans, This hasbeen brought 
about by the dissatisfaction of the rank and 
file with the ring rule of the Bourbons, which 
has completely excluded the younger men 
from office and from all political honors; also 
by the discontent of that class of voters which 
has grown up since the War with the ob- 
stacles placed in the way of the material 
growth and interests of their State by the 
Bourbonism of the “Solid South.” The 
prohibition folly of last year gave this ele- 
ment an opportunity to show itself. The 
Bourbons championed the blil, and anti- 
prohibition organizations were formed in 
every county, which these young and pro- 
gressive Democrats joined, and with the Ro- 
publicans they voted prohibition down by 
118,000 majority. These organizations still 
exist and are ready to combine again against 
the Bourbons, anda plan has already been 
matured, which the Tribune’s correspondent 
gives substantially as follows: 

North Oarolina elects next November four 
Superior Court Judges and one Supreme Court 
Judge oo a State ticket, a Legislature, members 
of Congress, of course, and such local officers as 
the Democratic rings have ett the ple the 
power to elect. It is the judgment of such Re- 
publican leaders as Congress man Hubbs that the 
State ticket should be divided with the Inde- 
pendent Democrats, and that in every Congres- 
sional district except the Second, which is over- 
whelmingly Republican, the Republicans should 
support the independent Democratic candidate 
for Congress. It is understood that one will be 
put in the field in every Democratic district in 
the State: The Democrats who took part in the 
anti-prohibitiun movement and are ready to 
oppose the Bourbon orgaoizadon, are expected 
to meet with those Democrats who did not take 
— in that movement but ure tired of Bour- 

aism during the coming summer, and adopt 
a party name under which they can raily all the 
eiements of disaffection. The name of Lib- 
erais’’ is the one they are thought most likely 
to acopt. 

The prospects of success are very flatter- 
ing should such a combination be formed; 
tor it only requires a comparatively small 
diversion from the Bourbon Democracy to 
revolutionize the State. The State is natural- 
ly Republican, not alone among the blacks, 
but also among the whites, whose Union 
sentiment is very strong. In 1876 Tilden’s 
majority over Hayes was 17,108, but in 1880 
Hancock’s majority over the Republican and 
a small Greenback vote combined was only 
7,28. The majority of the present Governor 
was only 6,237. As to the Congressional 


vote the Tribune’s correspondent says: 

It is expected that the whole Bourbon delega- 
tion in the present House will be renominated, 
and that every one of them will be oppused by a 
Liberal Democrat supported by the Kepublicans. 
Ot the seven Democratic members from Nortb 
Carolina, only two bid a majority of more than 
2,000 votes, and in one of these cases there were 
two other candidates, but no Republican, in the 
field. The majorities were as follows: Latham, 
506; Shackelford, 1,380; Cox, 1,816; Scales, 1,934; 
Dowd, 4,086; Arunfield, 1,048; R. B. Vance. over a 
Greenbacker and an Independent, 6,519, <A 
change of 4,000 votes propery distributed would 
bave defeated five of these Congressmen. North 
Carolina gains a member under the new appor- 
tionment, and the Democratic Legisiature will, 
of course, gerrymander the State. The best ar- 
rangeipent they can make, however, would seem 
to leuve them still at the mercy of the new 
movement. An analysis of the majorities in the 
districts which they intend to make shows a Re- 
publican majority in one of 6,000, and Democratic 
majorities in the other eight ranging from 900 to 
2,50. A change of 6,00) votes proverly dis- 
tributed would defeat every Bourbon candidate. 


The Liberal movement in the South is evi- 
dently making great headway, and should 
it continue in anything like its present prog- 
ress for two years longer it will have to be 
considered as an important factor in the 
contest of 1884. The young element of the 
South does not share the War prejudices of 
their elders. They are anxious for the growth 
and prosperity of their section, and they are 
satisfied that nothing can be gained in that 
direction by keeping up a Solid South any 
longer. The change is a natural one, and it 
cannot help but affect polities. Even should 
it not change the political complexion of 
Southern representation by the next Presi- 
dential election, the change is sure to come 
before another. There are good grounds for 
hope that it will be manifest by 1884,

On this transaction the cost to the Cuban con- 
sumers of 100 barrels of. flour was 85% for the 
flour, and $1,003 for the charges of making the 
transfer.

THE CONVICTION AND SENTENCE OF DRE.

Lonpon, March 14.—Jennings’ special says: 
In the Lamson murder trial today the court- 
room was densely crowded. It had 
leaked out last night that the defense 
would rest their case after Mr. Williams’ 
speech. In the speeches of counsel that of 
the Solicitor-General was lucid, plain, and 
destructive. Lamson listened with intense 
interest to it, passing his hand over 
his brow occasionally as if in 
pain, but’. preserving his cool 
and almost stolid demeanor throughout. 
Everybody in the court, except the prisoner 
himself, perhaps, felt that he was doomed. 
Old lawyers said they could read a veraict 
of guilty in the faces of the jury. It was 
now 2:45 p. m. 

Mn. JUSTICE HAWKINS 
arranged his notes, and, turning to the jury, 
began his clear and incisive charges. Most 
Judges who have been criminal lawyers in- 
stinctively lean to the prisoner’s side, but 
Mr. Justice Hawkins is known as bne of 
the sternest and hardest Judges on the 
bench. He has a keen, sharp, but pleasant 
face, and a bright, penetrating eye. At the 
bar he was somewhat famous as a wit, but he 
is always terribly in earnest on the bench. 
Mr. Justice Hawkins may be said to have 
been trained under the late Lord Chief 
Justice Cockburn, and he fully believes in 
the theory of a Judge’s duty which that 
eminent man laid down in the Tichborne 
case, in which Mr. Hawkins was lead- 
ing counsel for the Crown—‘“that a 
Judge does not discharge his duty who con- 
tents himself with being a mere recipient of 
evidence which he is afterwards to repro- 
duce to the jury, without pointing out the 
facts and the inferences to which they nat- 
urally and legitimately give rise.“

HANS BUSK, 
the founder of the new Quarterly Review, is 
dead. He was the eldest son of Hans Busk, 
Esq., of Glenalder, Radnorshire, born in 1815, 
was educated at King’s College, London, and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B. A. in 1841 and M. A. 1844, and 
was called to the bar at the Middle Temple 
in 1841. In 1837 (while an undergraduate at 
Cambridge) he strongly urged upon the Gov- 
erninent of that day the importance of sanc- 
tioning the formation throughout the country 
of rifle clubs, with a view to the organization 
ofan army of volunteers, as the most sure 
and legitimate constitutional defense of the 
realm; and on receiving from the then Prime 
Minister (Lord Melbourne) a reply indicative 
of apprehension at the idea of putting arms 
into the hands of the people at large,” he 
formed a model rifle club in the university. 
From that time he continued strenuously to 
advocate the establishment of a volunteer 
army, with but little effect, until the publica- 
tion of his treatise on the rifle, in which he 
again earnestly advocated the volunteer 
cause. Early in 1858 he joined 
THE VICTORIA RIFLES, 
almost the only volunteer corps then in ex- 
istence. In order to demonstrate, however, 
the urgent necessity for increased exertion, 
and to prove the extent of the war prepara- 
tions making by France, and the growing in- 
crease of her fleet, he visited, at his own ex- 
pense, her ports and naval arsenals, publish- 
ing, on his return, the only authentic French 
navy, list that had appeared for sixteen years. 
Not long after he was solicited by an in- 
fluential deputation from the University of 
Cambridge to address the undergraduates, 
with a view to the formation of a rifle corps, 
which he was afterwards requested to help 
in organizing. Such was the success conse- 
quent on the appeal then made, that from all 
parts of the country other invitations daily 
arrived from persons earnestly requesting 
him to aid practically a cause which, as the 
Times confessed, he had been the first to 
-originate,”’ remarking that “he was un- 
questionably the earliest and most strenuous 
advocate of the volunteer system when in its 
infancy.” He was the author of The Rifle, 
and How to Use It“; Volunteers, and How 
to Drill Them: ie Hand-Book for 
Hythe”; “The Navies of the World“; 
“ Tabular Arrangement of Company Drill“; 
“Maiden Hours”; and “Hore Viatice.” 
He founded, and for several years edited, 
THE “NEW QUARTERLY REVIEW.” 
In 1837 he filled the office of High Sheriff of 
Radnorshire; in 1859 he was appointed a 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Middlesex; and in 
1860 he accepted a Captaincy in the Victoria 
Rifles. In 1869 a large sum was raised by 
public subscription, in order to present Capt. 
Busk with an adequate testimonial in recog- 
nition of his universally acknowledged and 
eminent services as The Founder of En- 
giand’s Volunteer Army.” He, however, 
declined to accept any personal gratuity, and 
expended the amount contributed in pur- 
chasing a lifeboat, and establishing a suitable 
station at Ryde. In the gale of September, 
1869, this boat successfully rescued seventeen 
lives, and rendered essential service on sev- 
era! subsequent occasions.

Pittsburg 
coal has been driven out of the lake markets by 
the failure of the Hocking miners to keep prices 
up. The Mahoning operators iu turn cut prices 
in order to compete. It is now feared that the 
2 operators are going to cut to & vents, 
‘This will be resisted, as also the propcsed reduc- 
tion at Buriing Branch. it was found that in 
some portions of Lilinois the miners were only 
getting 50 cents a ton. Emissaries are to be 
sent into every coal regionof the State, and 
serious labor troubles are feared. 


No Fears of the Omaha Strike Extend- 
ing to Other Places.

Commissioner Fink on the Adjustment 
of Tranmsportetion to the Seaboard 
Cities, 

Since last December Commissioner Albert 
Fink bas been engaged in compiling a report to 
the Presidents of the trund lines on the adjust- 
ment of transportation rates to the seaboard 
cities. Copies of this report have been received 
by the railroad managers in this city. 

He gives a history of the past adjustment of 
rates and adoption of differential schedules in 
favor of Baltimore and Philadelphia as against 
New York, and says: 

“ As the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio 
Koads will not admit that the rates to New 
York should not be the same as to Baltimore and 
Philadelphia, the question arises, what is a 
proper and equable adjustment of rates? Tak- 
ing all things into consideration, an agreement 
on relative transportation rates is necessary to 
avoid costly wars.“ A war such as raged last 
year costs the railroads east of the Mississippi at 
the rate of from O. o to $30,000,000 a vear. 
This, Commissioner Fink says, is the difference 
between the just and reasonable compensation 
to which the companies are entitied and the 
actual compensation which they receive. The 
facilities havea great deal to do with holid-

Heavy Increase in Business on the Min- 
neapolis & St. Louis—New Line to Kan- 
sas City. 

Mr. C. H. Hudson, General Manager of the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis Railroad Company, was 
in the city yesterday. He informed a TRIBUNE 
representative that the business of his road at 
present is nearly three times as heavy as it was 
this time last year.

I find business-men generally declaiming 
against the speculating spirit, and particularly 
in provisions, etc., which was first introduced 
into New York by James K. Keene, who is the 
principal bear at the present time. This specu- 
lative influence continues to drive up the price 
of wheat and cotton, and hold it instead of let- 
ting it go abroad, where the milie are waiting 
for it at a reasonable figure. A great punic 
brought about in provisions and breadstutfs by 
private manipulation might result in the hang- 
ing of some of these fellows. 

The fall of investment securities, the high 
price of necessaries of life, and some dullness in 
trade, owing to a stoppage of purchases by the 
interior merchants, who are looking out to see 
what will come to pass, have caused in this 
quarter renewed agitation against the protective 
doctrine. The Bessemer steel ring, with its pro- 
tection of lu per cent duty, besides the ct of 
importation, is particularly deciaimed against. 
The price of Bessemer steel rails here is double 
the price in Engiand. The profits of the ring 
are from $10 to $25 on every ton, and there is a 
total product of over 800,000 tonsa year. The 
protective duty gives these steel-rail mwaxers 
between $8,000,000 and $20,000,000 every year, and 
taxes the newraliroads of the country irom 
$1,000 to $2,000 per mile. It is charged that the 
railroads of the country are paying the iron and 
steel interest in the way of a bounty not less 
than $15,000,000 a year, and possibly 6000, 000 u 
year, of which the Government receives noth- 


The capital of the new railroads constructed 
last year amounted to about $256,000,000, or more 
than the whole capital of all the iron and steel 
works in the Union. The persons in Congress 
who get the credit for standing up for this ring 
are Kelley, of Pennsylvania; McKinley, wf 
Onio; Senator Milier, of New York; and Sen- 
ator Morrill, of Vermont. The price of steel 
rails with us during the past year was about $68 
per tou. and in England about $3 a ton. The 
duty on the English raile was $28, and the 
freight $7, so that the English rails cost about 
$2.50 when they reach this country more than 
the protected articie.

COUNTY PRINTING. 


Has Commissioner Clark Violated a 
Very Important Statute? 


Some of the Work Bears the Imprint 
of His Firm, 


And the Prices Oharged Are Higher than 
Those of Responsible Printers. 


Attention was yesterday directed to a lot of 
bilis presented to the County Board for printing, 
which, on account of their peculiarity, were re- 
ferred to a committee tor investigation. They 
were in the name of Cline & Lian, who are put 
down inthe directory as “rulers,” and their 
bill-heads indicate that this, and not printing, is 
their line of business, and that they are at No. 
104 Clark street, the same building in which 
Commissioner Ciark, of the firm of Clark & Ed- 
wards, printers, is located. 

A reporter, remembering the flurry about the 
printing bilis of some months ago, looked into 
the matter during the day, anticipating the in- 
‘vestigation, and found that the suspicions of 
the Comwmissiouers that Mr. Clark had been con- 
tracting with himselt seemed to be substantially 
confirmed. It was ascertained, for instance, 
that the work charged for by Cline & Lian had 
really been done by the rm of Clark & Ed- 
wa and furthermore, that in many cases the 
prices were double What any otherprinter or 
printers would have charged, and there appears 
to be no reason to doubt that Mr. Clark 
has been responsible for the whole thing. 

The bills aggregate several hundred dollars, 
and date from Dec. 22, 1881, to Feb. 7, 1882, and 
on their very f bear the impress of illegality. 
Some of them were for work for the County 
Hospital, some for the Sheriff, some for the 
Couuty-Attorney. some for the Superior Court, 
and some for the Criminal Court, aud all of them 
lack definitness. But they will probably tell 
their own story best, therefore they are ap- 
pended, omitting dates:

The 
first item be took bold of was the ** 2,000 last day 
service cards for the Sheriff's office, He found 
the cards to bear the imprint of “Clark & 
Edwards to start on, which was certainly not a 
typographical error,and upon exhibiting one 
of them to a printer was told that he (the print- 
er) would be giad to duplicate the order for 
. Taking up the “ Physicians’ 
reports,” whic for at 
the te of thousand, the 
same gentieman said that $6 per thousand would 
have been a fair price, and going tbrougn the 
items, with afew exceptions, the charges were 
found to be in about same proportion—all 
exceedingly high, to say nothing of the inferi- 
ority of the work ia many cases. Then, again, 
in examining the bilis from other concerns for 
printing, it was found that each of them was ac- 
companied by a requisition duly signed, which 
was not the case with the bills in question, and 
which must be regarded as somewhat signili- 
cant uncer the circumstaoces. 

After disposing of the question of price, the 
reporter, knowing that a contract existed for 
doing all the county printing, next sought to 
Aud out, if possible, why the work bad been sent 
to the rulers —Cline & Lian—instead of to 
the regulas contractors. Ex-Warden Milis ex- 
plained that he bad ordered che hospital print- 
ing upon requisitions, Mr. Clark being Chairman 
of the Printing Committee at the time, and all 
he knew further of it was that the work was 
deifvered, and that Mr. Clark's partner 
came to him to get him to cer- 
tify to the correctness of the bills. 
In reference to the work for the Superior Court, 
where the bills are most mysterious, Mr, Healy 
said the Chairman of the Printing Committee 
bad instructed him to send his orders to Cline & 
Lian, a firm be had never betore heard of, and 
this was ali he knew about it. The others who 
had ordered printing of the rulers could not 
be seen, but in the case of the Sheriff's orders 
there was no room to doubt who his prompter 
had been, for the printing itself, as already 
noted, showed that the work had been done by 
Ciark & Edwards, notwithstanding Cline & Lian 
had presented the bills for it. 

Tun WHOLE TRANSACTION 
may be regarded as trivial by the average Com- 
missioner,and Mr. Clark, who happened to be 
out of the city when it came to light, and is stil! 
away, may view it from this standpoint. But if 
it should appear upon the investigation ordered 
that he has been guilty of what is charged—of 
soliciting the sead of work to a firm in which 
be is interested—it

sary to ve will be that the printing was sub- 
sequentiy done by the firm of which he is a 
member, which he will scarcely deny. And his 
interest in the transaction would seem the 
plainer from the fact that the work was not 
only sent toe tirm pot engaged in the printing 
business, but at the same time was taken from 
the individuals with whom the county bad con- 
tracted for such service, and of whom bond nad 
been exacted to faithfully keep their agree- 
ment. It the facts are as therefore, 
and the law on the subject is enforced, there 
will be consideraovie hustling around. The law

In carry! out my invention n making 
twenty pounds of candy, for instance, 1 take 
ten pounds of good graauiaced refined sugar, 
and an equal amount of glucose or grape-sugar, 
and add thereto the ordinary flavoring extracts 
and a sufficient amount water to dissoive 
the glucose or grape-sugar. The whole is next 
to be bolled, ni afterwards manipulated in the 
usual manner. I do not confine myself to the 
above proportions, as more or less of the glu- 
cose or grape-sugar may be employed to give a 
greater or less consisteucy, or chewing quali- 
ty,“ to the confection, as may be desirabie. 

I claim as my invention: First, in the manu- 
facture of bolled confectionery, use or the 
employ ment of the substance herein mentioned. 
in combination with the other ingredients usual- 
ly employed as and for the purpose forth; 
second, a confection so made as an improved 
articie of manufacture.

Of the numerous piays which Bartiey Camp- 
bell has produced there can be no doubt that 
“My Partner” is by far the best, both in inter- 
est ot plot and stren of aramatic construc- 
tion. But, while the story of the drama is one 
that cannot fail to interest, that phase of bu- 
man nature on which ali its coherency and 
vitality depends is one utterly at variance with 
the character of the man in whonrit is made to 
exist. —Two men, miners, bave been drawn to- 
gether by a friendsbip and partnership that has 
existed for ten years, until they have for each 
other a deeper love than that of brothers. One 
of them falls in love with a wirt, and, 
a few minutes after declaring his passion, 
discovers that his partner bas becn guilty of her 
seduction. He makes that partner take an oath 
to marry the unfortunate creature within three 
days. That night he remains away from the 
mining cabin, fearing to trust bimself alone in 
the presence of the man who has done so great 
an injury to one he loves. The next day the 
partners meet, divide their property, and Joe 
Saunders, after again making Ned Singleton 
swear that he will fulfill bis promise of marrying 
Mary Brandon, goes away, refusing to shake 
hands with Singleton until reparation shall have 
been made the girl. Hardly has be left when 
Sceraggs, a miserable character who had 
witnessed the scene between the two men 
and the girl the previous evening, enters 
the cabin, and, to work out a revenge of his 
own against the father of Mary—who, in years 
gone by, had married a girl whom Scroggs loved 
—tells Singleton that Mary has been Saunders’ 
mistress. In reply to this vile charge Singleton 
grasps Seroggs by the throat, when that party 
seizes Saunders’ kulfe, which has been left lying 
on the table, and kills Singleton. In a little 
while Saunders returns, finds his partner dead, 
and is captured by amobof miners who have 
been led to the spot by Scraggs. When the 
murder and the arrest of Saunders become 
known, Mary Brandon, seeing that der 
shame must soon be made public, flees 
from the camp. She returns just as 
the trial of Saunders for the murder of Singleton 
is concluded, and is about to confess to her 
father the fact of her betrayal by Singleton 
when Saunders steps forward and deciares her 
to be his wife. To set at rest the doubts of 
Mary's father, they are remarried then and 
there, the announcement being made just be- 
fore the cremony that the jury has found Saun- 
ders guilty.

As before stated, the plot is a strong and in- 
teresting one, but its climax is entirely too im- 
probable. Even a large-hearted California 
miner would hardly care about taking for his 
wife a woman whom he knew to have been led 
astray, and if he did nobody would respect him 
particularly on that account—much less regard 
nim as a sentimental hero—in which light he 1s 
placed by Mr. Campbeil’s play. But this im- 
probability is only an incident of the piece, 
and in the light of the powerful picture 
drawn by the dramatist one does not 
regard. it. The play is an _ excellent 
one, and well deserves the popularity it has 
gained and the patronage it is receiving. Of the 
Joe Saunders of Mr. Louis Aldrich it is hardly 
necessary to speak.

The people who have taken an interest in 
Galus, under sentence to be hung on the 2th 
inst. for the murder of old man Hoessel at 
Evanston, have accumulated proof of bis im- 
becility which, it is thought. will have an effect 
upon the Governor, and induce him to com- 
mute the punishment to imprisonment for life. 

Nicholas Schumacher, Mayor of Wellenstein. 
Canton Renish, Luxembourg, says: 

*I know John Peter Gaius personally. He is 
of very slow comprehension, so much so that he 
can properly be called an imbecile. His father 
and his sister have both the same condition of 
mind. It is very plain that, in pleading guilty, 
his brain and senses did not reach far enough 
to know what he was domg; further, he is not 
sensible enough to know what is right or wrong.“ 

The pariah priest at Bech-Kieinmacher, who 
was Galus' teacher, and knows him very well, 
indorses what the Mayor says. 

Peter Gnidt, vine-grover in Bech, Luxem- 
bourg, says he was appointed guardian of Gaius 
“for the reason that his father, Paul Galus, was 
of such weak brain and iutellect as to be unable 
to care for either himself or his children 
His intellect is weak, and he is nearly a lunatic. 
His sister Catharine is in the same condition, 
and became so bad that I had to send her to the 
insane asylum at Ettelbrueck, where she re- 
mained for three years.
